Beucned From Slavery He Ever Ad- 
■• Treated the Enfraucbisement 
of His ITellows.

Wasiiinoton, Feb. 20.— i'r-iMj crick Doug- 
laea dropped dead in the hall way of his 
realdenoe on Anaoastia Heights this evening 
atTo'clook. He had been In the-highoet 
spirits and apparently In the hasb of 
health, deapito hia 78 years, and 
thia morning was driven to Wash- 
injjlon, accompanied by hia wife. At 
M.izerott hall he attended the Besaions 
cf ti'o Woman's Connoil in the forenoon and 
afternoon, reburning to his reaidenco be- 
tween 5 and 6 o'elook. After dining ho 
bad a chab in tbe hallway v^ith hie wife ae 
to the doings of the oonnoll, growing very 
enthusitgtic in his explanation of one of the 
events of the day, when ho foil upon his 
knees with his haotls eiasped. Mra. 
DouglciBS, thinking thiH wua part of hia de- 
suriptton, was not alarmed, but as she 
looked he sank lower and lower and finally 
lay stretched upon the floor breathing his 
laot. Realizing th.\t ho was ill, aho ruahfd 
to tl;o f/'ont door oryii g for help. Dr. J. 
ytowart H-.rri8on, who was ciUed in, was 
injoctiag a reatorjitive whea Mr. Djuglaas 
paeaed away aeeuiingly without) pain, Mr. 
Uouglasa has two eons and a daughter, the 
children of his (irat wifo, living horo. Thoy 
are Louis H and Charloa Douglass tvcd Mrs. 
Spraguo. Mr. Doiiglaaa was to deliver a 
kcLuro to-niuht at Hillsdale African ohuroh 
noiir hie home, and was waiting for a car- 
riiige when talking to hia wile. Tho our- 
riago arrived just as ho died. Mr. Doug- 
lass had apparently been in tho beat 
of health lately and had shown 
unuBUftl vigor for ono of his years. It la' 
singular that tho very last hours of hia life 
were giv^n to ono of tho prlnoiplee to which 
ho haa devoted hia energies ainco hia OBOipo 
from Blavory. Mr. Douglata waa a regularly 
enrolled meonbur of tho National Woman's 
Saffrage Asaooiation and has always at- 
tondcd its conventions. It was probably 
with a view to oonaistoncy in this roapont 
that he appeared at Motzjrott ball. Al- 
though ib was a leoreb session of the oouncll 
Mr. Donglaes was allowed co remain, and 
when tho meeting was csilled to order Mrs, 
May Wright Sewell, president) of the coun- 
cil, appointed Miss Snean B. Anthony and 
Rev. Anna ii. Shaw a oommlttee to escort 
him to the platform where most of tho dole- 
gates, not more than SO fn number, wore 
Bitting. Mrs. Sowcli presented Mr. Douglass 
to tho council, and he contented blmsolf 
with a bow in rcsponso to tho applause that 
greeted the announoenient and took a seat 
boalde Miss Anthony, hia life-long friend, 

Thsre wao nothing to indicate that he was 
nob in hia uaual health, and to-night after 
hia death waa made known nobody could re- 
call anything in hia appearance or action 
which was out of the ordinary oxoept, ac- 
cording to tho statomont of a lady present, 
that ho rubbed hia left hand conatantly 
with tho right aa though it were benumbed. 
The morning seaalon lasted until after 12 
o'clock, and just before that hour an in- 
formal diBoussion was started on tho pro- 
position that has been mooted for some 
time, to divide tho national council into an 
npper and lower house. Mr, Douglass be- 
came much interested in this discuBslon, so 
much BO in fact that when the oounoll re- 
convened at 4 o'ciook to give further oonald- 
oration to tho mcttor ho was again present, 
although it iisd been his intention 
to return to hia home early in tho day, He 
left tho hall on tho adjournment of tho ses- 
sion, about five o'clock, and hud boon at his 
home but a short time when hia death cc 
curred. When Miaa Saaan 13. Anthony 
heard of Mr. Dougiaia' death, despite her To 
ycara sho immediately annonnoed her in- 
tentinn of going to tho Douglasa homoatead, 
and hid actually started when some of her 
friendG, fearful that tho journey would have 
a bad olfoot on her, used persuasion to auoh 
an extent that she finally consented to defer 
tho trip. 

Miaa Anthony and Mr. Douglaea forrrcd 
an intimate friendship when both resided in 
Rochoeter, N. Y., and that friendship 
has continued for many decades. 
One incident in connection with !ior 
'olallona with Mr. Douglasa was rcciUed by 
Miaa Anthony. During the early days of 
tho anli ehivory agitation. Miss Anthony 
and her vonorahlu aaaociato, Eliziboth Cady 
Stanton, appeared at an anti-elavcry moot- 
ing in which Frod DdugUfiS was talting a 
prominent part. Women wore not wolcoine 
as pnlilic epeaiters in those days, and Mr. 
Douglaea had agreed to read an address pre- 
pared by Mrs. Stan on. His rendition of 
her written reinarks did not suit that lady, 
and stepping forward, i.ho took tho paper 
from hia handa with tho remark : "Hero, 
Frederick, lot me road it " And sho did so, 
thuo marking tho initiative in^, the appear- 
ance of women as factors in public gather- 
ings. At to night's meeting of tho Woman's 
Council, Mrs. May Wright S.'wall an- 
nouueod Iho death of Mr. Douglaas. There 
waa a murmur exprosaing surprise and 
sympathy, and thou the council aottlod 
down to tbe business of the evening. 

Mr. Douglas died nob many miles diatant 
from the oonnby on the eastern shore of 
Maryland where he waa born a slave in Feb- 
ruary, 1S17. Karly mastering tbe ship car- 
penter's trade, in] this he worked for the 
benefit of his owner, Colonel Lloyd, whoso 
name he boro until his oocape from slavery 
in 1835. Assisted by Wm. Lloyd Garrlaon 
and othor noted abolitioniata of that day, 
hia stalwart crueado againat aUvery and 
hia later leoturing touiM in Kuropo, and sub 
sequent evento heforo and oinoo tho omunci 
paiinn of slavery, gsvo hirn an actual world- 
wide prominence that few men of his race 
have enjoyed. Theao, which may ho said 
to he a feature of tho biographical 
hiatory of tho country, aro widely 
known aa woU aa tho later Incidents ef bin 
life, including tho ofiioial positions he hnii 
held aa U. 8. ininiator and aftorwards re 
oordcr of deeds of thin distrio'; while hiu 
foreign missions to Hayti and .Santo Dom- 
ingo and his editorial labors in thia city 
made him poraonally known to thouaauda ef 
American oitlnena. 

In 1872 Frederick Douglaea was elected 
Presidential elector at large for tho atato of 
Now York, whore ho wua then residing and 
waa appointed to carry tho voto of tho State 
to Waahington. Of recent years ho has al- 
ways boon prominent In all move- 
ments having in view the looUl 



and political advanoemenb of women. 
Frederiok Doaglass' seooiiiS wife' was Miss 
Pitts, a white woman, from "Now York 
Sliate, who wss. a olerk in tho Recorder's 
offios while he ' held that position. For a 
time thia lost bim 'oaste among the people of 
his own raoe, bat his personal abanding and 
overpowering ittbelleotnality qulokly dlssi- 
patea the sentiment that some souc;hb to or- 
iginate to his discredit. He was one of the 
most distingalshed looking men tbab ap- 
peared on the thoroughfares of Washington. 
He waa kindly disposed to all, courteous, 
and of gentlo boaring, and by all alike, 
whito and black, or of whatever creed, 
religion or rooe, tho news of his death will 
meet only with genuine regret. His diallko 
for tho more familiar appellation of Frod. 
Douglasa wua ono of liis moat marked char- 
aotoristicii, ua an instance of which it iarolat- 
ed that while in the east room of tho Whito 
Homo ono day, ho heard a woman say : 
" Thero'a Fred. Dougia'^a." " Frederick 
Douglasa, if ynu ploaao," said he with a 
courtly bow. Hia writiuga inoludod " Nar- 
rative of my Experlecooa in Slavery," " My 
liondago and my Freodon," and " Lifn and 
Times cf Frederick Douglaaa." Thia la.^t 
work waa puhliehod in 1881 and had a largo 
ealn. Ho waa also nn occasional contribu- 
tor to the maga/.ines. 



EXPLANATIONS WANTED. 



The Chinese Enii)eror Demands the 
Wliys and Wherefores ot tiie 
Naraerons Defeats. 



Japanese War Bndget EuUiuslasti- 
cally Orauted-Ll Hutifi: Cliaug's 
Temporary Reiiistatcnieut- 



London, Feb, 20. — Tho Caotral News cor 
respondent in Toklo says : " Premier 
Count Ito made a speeoh in the chamber to- 
day on the supplementary hndgeb for the 
expenses of the war with China. He re- 
ceived tho undivided attention of the mem- 
bers and was applauded loudly by all when 
ho resumed hia seat." 

A despatch dated at Rniping on the 17th, 
says that abcut 1,000 Chinese troops attack- 
ed the Japanese ontposts at Kumo Chong in 
the momi.Dg and were ropulted promptly, 
Tho ChinoGo retreated precipitately leaving 
thirty dead on tho liold. Tho number of 
wounded had not been asoortainod. Tho 
Japanese Buffered no loaaoa whatever. 

A Pckin dispatch says the opinion is gen- 
oral that Li Hung Chang la only reinstated 
in order to render him an acooptablo envoy 
to Japan. It is expected he will bo made 
tho Boipegoat when tho mlBaion is ended. 

A Hongkong dispatch ia published here 
saying that two thousand paoplo have been 
killed by tho explosion of the fort at Takao, 
Formosa, Tho dispatch ia bellovod to bo 
an exaggerated version of a previoua dis- 
patch stating that fifty were killed and as 
many injured. 

A Pekin diapatoh says the ex-United 
States consul at Tientsin, Pethick, has gone 
to meet Consul Li Hung Cnang. The Em- 
peror demands a full explanation of the 
Cblneae defeats and the disposition cf the 
war expenses. 

A dispatch from Toklo says tbe victori- 
ous Japanese fleet entered the harbor of 
Wei Hal Wei on February 17. oapturing 
tbe Chinese ships, which, with the excep- 
tion of the Chan Yuen, will be sent to 
Japan. Yang Chi was disarmed and given 
a oonveyanoe to Admiral Ting. 

London, Feb 20.— A sooiety called Thaili, 
nnrabering 50,000 members, recently planned 
an outbreak at Pekin, bnb the plot became 
known to the authorities and was nipped in 
tho bud. A Manohu official. Ting Kong, 
has boon appointed Taotai of New Cbwang, 
with the powora of a provincial judge. 

A dispatch from Shanghai to tho Central 
News says that ,]apan refused to negotiate 
with China at Port Arthur or anywhere ex- 
cept in Japan. 

General Mo Ming, who is now ot Kan 
Chow, has been ordered to join Lin Kuu 
Via' army. He is ropnted to be a very 
bravo aoldior. 

T1ENT.SIN, Feb. 20.— The Chinese foreign 
office has requested Denby, United States 
minister, to suggest to Japan that the peace 
envoys appointed by the two countries meet 
at Port Arthur or aomo place near Tientsin, 
in order to suit tho convenienoe of Li Hung 
Chang, one of the Chinese envoys. Tho 
Chinese government has requested John W. 
Foster, selected to assist the Chinese envoys 
in tho peaoe negotiations, to meet Li Hung 
Chang at Tientsin. 

Tho Morning Post has a dispatch from 
Toklo saying that tho supplementary war 
budcot calls for 1(_M),UOU,OUO yen Instead of 
10,000,000, tho Burn reported yesterday. 
Thia grant will make Japan's total war ex- 
pendituro 250,000,000 yon. 



MANITOBA SCHOOL QDESTIOiS. 

Toronto " World " Believes tbe Governmont 
Will Find a Constitutional Way Out 
of the Dllllcnlty. 

TouoNTo, Fob. 20. — (Special) -The World 
this morning calls on the government to 
make an oarly appaol to the people, and ex- 
preeaes confidanoe thob it can carry tho 
country on National Polioy lines. Tho 
paper adda : " We believe the governmont 
will find a constitutional way out of tho 
school difficulty without interfering with 
the righta of Manitoba, and that will at 
t ho sumo time preserve peaco and harmony 
lo our people— a consummation devoutly to 
bo wished, and if they do this, or oven con- 
aoicntiou'ily attempt to do this, the people 
of Canada will, we trust, renew their oon- 
ddonce in them." 



CHILD PROTECTION. 

Corporal Pnnlsbment for Aisanlts on Chil- 
dren to Be Administered in New 
York State. 

ALU.\NV, Feb. 20. — The senate judiciary 
committoo will to morrow report favor- 
ably on Senator O'Connor Gerry's whipping- 
poot bill, amended so that corporal puoith- 
mont may be ieliloted on persons assaulting 
a female or child of either sex under the age 
of sixteen years. Wife beaters, whom Mr. 
Gerry was anxious to reach as well, aru 
exempted from the provisions of the measure.

{From Oar Own CorreenondenCI 
Ottawa, Feb. 21— An order-in-ooanoll 
his boon passed placing antl-toxins on the 
free list, no matter by whom imported. 
Pending a decision on this qaestion, boards 
of health have boon allowed to import the 
article froa. Now anybody can bring it 
into tho Dominion. 

Tho ordinance adopted by the Northwest 
aseomhly last session in reference tn irriga- 
tion haa been disallowed on the gronnd that 
certain clauses are ultra vires and Infringed 
on tho prerogatives of the federal parlia- 
ment. 

A consignment of Lee-Metford oarbinea 
for the use of the mounted poliae will arrive 
here this week. 

An loflaential deputation from Montreal 
saw the government to-day in reference to 
the proposed immigration of 4,000 French 
Canadians from Michigan to Northern 
Ontario. 

Under tho imperial order of 1892, the 
governmont will presi tho right of our peo- 
ple to fly the Dominion red ensign on Can- 
adian regiaterod veasols. It was after por- 
aistonb agitation that Her Majesty's govern- 
mont throe years ago conceded this right, 
but evidently the order ia not being recog- 
nized. Recently tho authorities at Usr- 
muda hauled down and confiacatod a Can- 
adian Hag which was flying on a Nova Seotia 
schooner, the Emma of Yarmouth. The 
flag was taken down by the police euporin- 
tendcnt at Hamilton, and his action was on- 
doraed by theColonial Secretary on tho island 
It Boerna strnngo that in faoo i f the order of 
1892 such a blunder as has been committed 
in Bermuda should have been poEsiblo. The 
authorities of tho island ovidontly acted 
under tho inatructiona of 1889, which 
obliged Rritiah aubjoots to fly tho red enaign 
without any defacement. Representations 
have been made to the Imperial Board of 
Trade that all colonies bo notified of tho 
permiaeion granted to Canada three years 
ago. 

There were further developmeuta to-day 
in connection with the work of printing the 
voters' liata. In order to expedite the work 
it haa boon decided to print the lists for the 
several electoral divisions of Toronto, 1 
Montreal and Quebeo in these cities. Iiro 
cfiioers from the staff of the Queen's Printer 
will go to each city to aot as snperlntend- 
ents and see thab the lists aro nob tampered 
with.

SUPKEMB COUBT. 

(Before Drake, J.) 

Bube Man v. £llis, Taylor, Galletly, 
Moateilh, Childa, Nioholles, Bainbridgo, 
Renonf and Bowker. 

The followinit is the judgment of tho 
Hon. Mr. Jnstioe Drake ; 

All the defendants were represented ex- 
cept Balnbridpe, F.enouf and Niobollos. 

It appeara that Mr. Brady, a mininp en- 
gineer, had some mlninp; claims near the 
tThnnder Hill company's claim, and arranged 
with Bainbridi;o to try and form a company 
for their development, and the defendants 
by a memorandum of agreement undated 
agreed to subscribe for shares in a company 
bo be thereafter formed to tho value of $500. 
Apparently this agreement waa entered into 
somewhere about February, 1892, for ia that 
month a meeting was held at which the de- 
fondants Renouf, Taylor, Montoith and 
Baicbrtdge were preaont, and the names of 
the other defendants were given at that 
meeting as persons who had agreed to sub- 
scribe. Tho capital was to bo $25,000, and 
those Bubscribiag $500 wore to receive 
SI, 000 worth of shares. 

Sabseqaently Biinbridge instructed Tay- 
lor to prepare a memorandum of association 
and regiater the company under the com- 
panies act 1S62, by tho name of tho Colum- 
bia Lakes Mining and Development Com- 
pany, Limited. 

Mr. Taylor prepared a memorandum of 
aasodation accordingly and it was signed by 
all the defendants, each taking one share. 
The memorandum waa left for registration 
with the registrar of joint stock companies, 
bat it was not registered, as the neoesaary 
fee* were not fortheomlng, 

It appeara that it was not until 1894 that 
the auoscriberB, with possibly the exception 
tloD of Taylor and Bainbridge, knew that 
the company was nob registered in accord- 
ance with the aota. 

But Mr. Brady, on behalf of the Intended 
company, located a number of claims in 
nomes of some of tho persons who had con- 
aented to become subsoribors, five claims at 
this time being tho actual property of tho 
promoters. 

Traaafors of these various claims wore 
made to the company as purchasers in 
March, 1892, and July, 1893. 

These transfers wore all delivered 
Bainbridgo and subsequently to Taylor, to 
be held in escrow to bo delivered to the 
company when certain paid up eharea were 
issued to Mrs. Brady and himaelf. 

Mr. Brady from February until June, 
1802, was at the mine. 

In June, 1892, a meeting of the promoters 
waa held in Victoria, ab whioh Brady says 
Nioholles, he thinks, was chairman and 
Bainbridge aecretary ; he further aaya he 
thinks others were present, but cannot give 
their names. He aaya he was authorized to 
look after the work neoeasary to bold the 
ground, for whiob he was to receive no pay, 
knd Bainbridge and Taylor to aot aa aecre- 
tary and solioitor without pay as the com- 
pany waa not then organized. 

Ko minutea are forthooming of thIa meet- 
ing and no evidence of who were present 
beyond his statement. 

Neither Nichollea nor Bainbridge deny 
thab they were there — Kilia, Taylor and 
Qilletly do. 

Acting on tho presumption that he waa 
fully authorized to expend money for the 
propoeod company, ho employed the plaintiff 
wlioao claim ia now for $400 balance due for 
work done under Brady's instruotiona on the 
promotora' mine. 

Bainbridge collected $2,125 from 
the persona who had [agreed 
to subscribe, tho greater part of this money 
was remitted to Brady between March, 
1892, and May 189.1, except S."!;!2 whioh Bain- 
bridgo riitalned and has nob accounted for. 

Tho only subaoribora who havo paid up in 
full thoir promised subscriptions are the de- 
iondanta Gallotly, Ellis and Montoith. 

It appeara to me on these facta that this 
money was raised and expended by these 
parties aa promoters in order to make the 
property available to sail to the intended 
eompany. 

Such being the case the defenuanta are not 
liable as partners inter ao ; they can only be 
made liable on their express or implied con* 
traces. 

With tho exception of Niebollea and 
Bainbridgo, who were presenb at the meet- 
ing when Brady was authorized to tako 
charge and do what was necessary about the 
claims, I cannot aee that there is any aotuiil 
or implied contract which will bind tho 
o her dofendauts, as any evidence of their 
proBonco at tlio mooting in question ia want- 
In 

Tho principle that promoters of companiea 
are noteaob otliers agents or liable for each 
others acta is laid down in Reynell v. Lewis 



IS M. ic^\,iiii6, and other cases, and lb is 
necessary before aacb promoters can be 
made liable to prove tho existence of an 
authority from them to otbera, to bind 
them. Such an authority if cob distinctly 
proved must be the natural Inference from 
their ftots or anbsequonb rat!Boation muiib 
be proved, none of which oloments oxisb 
here.! The payment of money to B»inbridge 
la not per as evidence of a contract by tho 
person paying to pay for labor engaged by 
Brady. 

Under theso circumstance* there will be 
jadgmenb for the plaintiff against KlohoUeB, 
Bainbridge and Renouf with coats, and the 
action will be diemieaed against the other 
defendants with oosta.

The Secretary of the North American Com- 
piiny Holds tho Oiimullan Healers Ke- 
sponslljle for tUo SlaujjUter. 

Sa\ Fkanoi.sco, Fob. 20. — E. A. Cox, 
aecretory of the North American Comreor 
cial Company, was asked wliat he believed 
waa tho objeob of the bill before congress to 
exterminate soala and the amondmcnt 
stop all killing for ono or two years. His 
onawer wos : " I can only think that tho 
original object of tho bill is to draw atten- 
tion to the heavy Blaut;htor Ko'ng on and to 
say in eo many words : * These Canadians 
will wipe out all tho soala in threo or four 
years ; let ua take our aharo by wiping out 
the entire stock ab once.' This is really 
what will happen if the British government 
does not stop this pelagic sealing. I do not 
believe thab two groat nations would agree 
to thii extermination of tho seala and tho 
consequent utter auuihilation of a big indua 
try for the sake of a handful of oe:il hunt 
era. I am now writing to Washington to 
find out whether this proposed stoppage of 
seal hunting for a year or two ia to apply to 
Pribylof! islands, as if it does it will work 
ua aerioua Injury." 

WAsniNOTON, Feb. 20.— The Praaident 
haa issued his annual proolamatloD regard- 
ing fur seala. The doonmeut, whioh is 
dated Feb. IS, but made public to-day, dif- 
fers in no respect from the previous publica- 
tion issued by the United States and the 
provisions of aeotlon 1,956, revised atatutea, 
and of aootion 3 of the aot of March 2, 1889, 
are quoted. Those provisions forbid under 
the penalty of fine and imprisonment, tho 
unauthorized killing of amy fur seal within 
the territory of Alaska or tho waters there 
of, at any time, and prohibit all unauthor- 
ized persona from entering tho waters of 
Behring aea f jr this purpose. No reference 
is made to the forbidden zone around 
Pribyloff islands oatabliahed by the Paris 
tribunal or the provisions in the tribunal's 
decision prohibiblog the killing of aeala out- 
side of that 7.iae between May and July in 
oach year,

A BY-LAW 

Authorizing tho Corpor.ition of the City 
of Victoria to Borrow tlio Sum of 
$120,000 in Anticipation of tho Re- 
c'jipt of its Revenue for the Year 
18U5. 

WnERBAS by virtue of tho Municipal Act, 
1892, and Amending Acts, every municipality 
may under the conditions contained therein, 
borrow from any person such sum of money 
not oxceodirg, howovur, an amount equal to 
soventy-nvo per cent, of tho amount of taxes 
collected during the previous year (1891) of tho 
sum that was levied that year by a general 
rate upon land, iinprovomenta or real prop- 
erty in tho municipality, and bearing audi rate 
of interest as may bo requisite, to moot the 
current legal oxpendltnro of the Corporation, 
which boconies payable out of tho annual 
revenue before tho revenue for the year be. 
cornea payable by tho tax payors ; 

And whkhkas aovonty-flvo por cent, of the 
amount of taxes upon land, improvomonts or 
real property, collected during tho year 1891, of 
tho sum that was levied that year by a general 
rato upon land, Improvementa or real property, 
was $121,330.13 ; 

And wherkas to meet tho current legal ex- 
pondlturo cf the Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria for tho year 1895, payable out of the 
annual revenue, before such rovonuo for such 
year bocomea payable by the tax payors, It is 
requisito! for tho sala Corporation to borrow 
tho sum of 9120,000 ; 

TnnREFOiiB the Manlcipal Conncll of the 
Corporation of the City of Victoria enacts as 
follows: 

Sec. 1. It shall bo lawful for the Corporation 
of the City of Victoria, by the Mayor and the 
Finance Committee thereof, to borrow npcn 
the credit of the said Corporation from any 
person or persons, Urm or firms, corporation or 
corporations who moy bo willing to advance 
the some, tho aum of SI20,f 00, in such amounts 
and at euch timoa aaaubjoot aa horolnatter pro- 
vided tho aamo may in tho opinion of tho 
Mayor and tho Finance Commltteo of tho 
Council bo required, bearing intoroat at a 
rato not oxcoeding flvo por centum por annum. 

Sec. 3. Tho money so borrowed ahall bo ox- 
ponded In defraying tho current legal oxponsea 
of tho said Corporation for tho year ,;80j, and 
shall, together with the interest thereon, bo 
ro-payablo and repaid to the lender or lenders 
thereof, on or before the Slat day of December, 
1895, out of the municipal revenue for the said 
year. 

Sec 3. The amount so borrowed and interest 
thereon shall bo a liability of the said Corpora- 
tion payable out of the mimlcipal rovonuo for 
current year 1895, and tho form of obligation to 
bo given aa acknowledgment of such liability 
shall bo a promissory note or notes to tho said 
lender or lendera aa tho aunia may bo required, 
signed by tho Mayor and tho FlnanceConimlttco 
and tho Clerk of tho said Corporation, and 
bearing tho aoal of tho said Corporation, all of 
which notoa shall bo made payable on or be- 
fore tlio 3lBt Decombor, 1895. and shall contain 
a clause that Uio liability of tho said Corpora- 
tion incurred by said promissory note or notes 
ahall bo a liability payable oat of the municipal 
revenue for the current year 1895. 

Sec. 4, In tho conatrnctlon of this By-law the 
oxprosalona "Land" and " Improvomonts, " 
and " Real Property," shall havo rospectively 
tho moaning given to them in the Mnniolpal 
Act, 1892, and amendments thereto. 

Sec. 5, This Bylaw may be cited as the "An* 
nual Loan Bylaw, 1895."

Amount Snbacrihed Several Times Over— Con- 
alderable Sum Already Rtcolvfil— .No Fur- 
ther Loan Considered to Bo Necessary. 

WasiiiNOTon, Fob. 20.— U.S. Treasurer 
Jordan sent this telegram to Assistant Sea- 
rotary Curtis this afternoon : — New York, 
Feb. 30, 2:30 p.m. — Inform the Secretary 
that the ayndicato have oompleted the mat- 
ter of the purohaao of gold coin on this aide 
and have now turned lo $1,123,000 gold 
coin in exohanga far United Statea notea in 
ezcesa of the contract. This la nnderstcod 
to mean that $30,000,000 in gold baa been 
saonred by the 13olmont-Moi^an ayndioate 
in America for payment of the bonds, the 
bblaooe, nearly $35,000,000, having been 
secured in London, where more than four 
times the allotment for that amount waa 
Bubacribed. Su fir $23,032,270 in gold has 
boon received liy the treasury from ihs syn- 
dicito and 080 820 in oortifjoatea isaued 
to it. It will probably bo aovoral weeks be- 
fore tho honrlH will bo remiy f ir delivery. 

f- ocrotary CirliBlo yeaterday sent u reply 
to tlio Bcnaco resolution icijiiiring whether 
" it is necessary or deeirnblo that legislation 
should bo had luithorizirg tho issuint; of 
bonda, treasury notoi or other oocuriiies to 
realizj moneys f r t'lo purpose of pfyiug 
current df ti jionciea in the revenue."

101, 701 gold reserve, was 
$99,875, '.284 It In my opiuion that; tho 
Secretary tf thu Treuaury ought lo bo pir- 
manontly invested wirh tho authority to 
issue and sell short time bonds or other oh 
ligations of the government, for thn purpoeo 
of raiaing money to meet such ddijicnoica 
in the ordinary revennea as amy occur 
from time to time ; but I do not think thtrj 
ia any neceaaity at the preasnt time for tho 
ezerolae of anch authority If it exiated. It 
ia not probable that luoh defioienclea will 
occur during the remainder of the current 
fiacal year as will exceed the available bal- 
ance on hand and It la estimated that dur- 
ing tho next fiaoil year the receipts will ex- 
cued tho expenditures.'' 

Thia letter ia acnoptod in the senate aa 
having a direct bearing upon tho amend- 
ment to tho sundry civil bill proposed by 
tho senate commillec on aiipropriatinna pro- 
viding for the isauc of coi titioatea of indoht- 
odneea.

8UICIDE OF A DIPLOMAT. 

The Secretary of the Bnsaian Les^atlon Slioots 
nimaeir While Despondent. 

WASiUNGTaN, Feb, 20. — Tho first aoore- 
tary of the Russian legation, M. Bogdonoff, 
committed suicide thia morning at hia resi- 
dence In thia city. M. BigdancGf shot him 
self, the oiuao assigned being neuralgia. He 
waa until recently Ruaaian charge d'ofl'iires 
at Rio do Janeiro. After tho coroner's in- 
quest tho Ruesian minister will take charge 
of the remains. After Prince Cantaoazene, 
the Ruaaian minister, and Second Secretary 
Botkine arrived on the scono a thorough 
ozomlnation of tho body was made. It was 
found that while reolinlng in hia bod the 
Secretary had pressed the revolver against 
hia right temple and fired. Tho bullet had 
gone clear through the head and waa found 
afterwards in the middle of tho pillow. The 
weapon, firmly olutohed in tho right hand, 
lay on the breast. The Secretary bad been 
complaining, the servants said, for tho past 
two weeks of severe neuralgic pains, and for 
several days had been obliged to remain 
absd. His temperament had not, however, 
been much affected by bis illneas and Mr. 
Botkiae, with whom he Innobed yesterday, 
said that be aeemed very oheerful. The 
ooroner waa about to aaoriba death to bis 
late illnesa, when In glanolng over the 
papera on the desk, Mr. Botkine uttered a 
alight exclamation of anrpriae, " Ah, here 
are some notea," eaid Mr. Botkine, " ono of 
them says for relativea ; the other to ho 
opened ; shall I open them ?" Dr. Haminott 
told him that tho aeoond ono must bo opened, 
but the other being aoalod, ahould bo aent to 
Ita destination. Accordingly Mr. Bo'_',tine 
road olond tho uoto, which was vvritten 
on a card bearing tho Im-^nal crest. It 
waa couched in thoao B^^upyij Worda : "To 
u long dead soul tho bo'dy ia too hoavy a 
luak ; f T chia roaeon I deatroy myaolf. 
(Sii^liod) P. liAcDANOFK." It was then aeon 
that for tiimo lime the deceased hod been 
tutlail'jg mentally, though his actions did 
not "ahow it. . Tho coroner accordingly noted 
In hia minutes that death waa duo to de- 
spondency, and made a cortiiioato of doath 
by a self inflicted revolver wound. Tho 
effects of the deoeaaed were turned ovor to 
Mr. Botkine, who locked the drawers and 
trunks and soaled them with tlie seal of the 
legation.

TEN NEGKOES DROWNED. 

Becomlne Benumbed Tbey Were Frozen to 
Death. 

Waycuoss, Ga., Fob. 20. — A report from 
Shorley aaya that ten negroes were drowned 
one day last week In the SatUla river at the 

bridge of the Florida Central and Peninsula 

railroad. The nfgrooa were raftamen and 
were on o raft of oypreaa timber, when they 
beoamo almost frozen. Their faooe, hands 
and feet wero frost bitten and their limba 
were ao benumbed that they wero poworlesa 
in steering tho raft. Tho freahot had 
reached tha highest mark and tho raft bo- 
camo unmon»goab!c. Tho negroea wore 
awake and hungry and could not atond up. 
Finally they grow deaperate and rolled ofT 
tho raft into tho rivor and tried to reach the 
ahoro. They wero unuhlo to swim so bo- 
numbed and frozen wero thoir arms and legs. 
They soon sank and thoir bodies wero found 
floating in the water a few days afterwards,

LAURIBR'S TIMIDITY. 

The Montreal Gazette commends Mr, 
Joly, who la a Proteatant, for having had 
the coarage to lay plainly what hia views 
are on the Manitoba sohool qaea^lon, and it 
oontraate the open, manly oourae wbioh that 
amineDt Liberal baa taken with the fonolng 
and abuflling of the Leader of the Oppo 
iltion on the same subject. Mr, Laurior 
two years ago ezpregged himself on the 
Manitoba aobool qaeatlon in aabatantially 
the aame way aa he did the other day in 
Montreal. " If," aaid he in the Houae 
of Commons, " the atatement is founded 
on faot, whioh la made by His Graco 
Archbishop Taohe, and which is repeated 
In all the petitions coming from the Roman 
Catholics of Manitoba, that, nndet the 
gvilte of public aoboolg, Proteatant aohoola 
are beini; oontinued and that Roman Cath- 
olio children are oompelled, under the law, 
to attend what are in reality Proteatant 
Bohools, I say that the strongest case has 
been made for the interference by this Gov- 
ernment." Xhis atatement, like the ono 
made the other day, ia qualified by an " if." 
Xwo years have paieed away and Mr. Lau- 
tier la apparently as ignorant of the true 
character af the Manitoba achools as he wag 
when ho made the above deolaration in Par- 
liament. Mr. Laarier has not in two years 
been able to find oat whather the 
pablio aohoola establiahed ia Manitoba 
are or are not Proteatant aohools. It might 
be anppoaed that in a very important mat- 
ter of this kind an intelligent man like Mr. 
L!»i!rlor would bo able to find out tho truth 
with regard to what ho declares to be a 
matter of faot. Tho Hon. Mr. Joly does 
not occupy so prominent a place In the Lib- 
eral party aa the Hon. Mr. Laurier, yet he 
oonaidered it hia duty to aatiefy bimeelf 
whether tho Manitoba sohools are secular 
merely, or whether they are Proteatant, and 
haying mastered the ficta of the case ho 
•oon formed a decided opinion, which ho hab 
had the oonrage to ezpress publicly , Hut 
Mr. Lanrler ts either not endowed with Mr, 
Joly'a discernment or he does not poaseas 
Mr, Joly's mora! courage. After comment- 
lug on what it rrgirda as Mr. Laurier'e 
" cowardlxie " tho Gazette goes on to say : 

Bot, some peraona may rejoin, what ia 

the policy of the Government ? And wo ob- 
lervothatMr. Liuricsr miido an Inf jrontlal 
plea in Toroato that bia eilenoo on tho quos- 
tion ought not to weli^li agt^inat him, bo- 
canne tho Minlotry wero equally culpable in 
that respeot. Lot the Government doolaro 
its policy, eruliiimod thia obivalroue leader, 
and then I will iDforni the public of what 
my viowR are. Well, tho Govornmont's 
policy Is not concealed in its inner con- 
science, but has been plainly stated, and 
consistently adhered to from tho Inception 
of tho oontrover&y. It ia to observe tho law 
and tho couatliution. When tho Roman 
Catholic minority appealed to tho federal 
authoritiee for tho diaallownnoo of tho pro- 
vincial Icglalation of IHiK), on the ground j 
that it was ultra rire-i, they wero told 
to seek remedy in the .courts, where 
their contention, if well baaed, would 
bo upheld. Tho courts having de- 
clared tho provincial legislation inlrn 
virex, tho minority then applied to thu 
Federal Government for relief under tho 
educational clause of tho Manitoba Conali- 
tutional act, and tho Government again put 
the maohinery of tho law into operation for 
the parpoao of asoertaioing whether the ap* 
peat conld he entertained. A deoialon in 
the affirmative has now oome from the 
bigheat oonrt in the Empire, and the Gov- 



ernment is bound to give efifeot to that de- 
oialon by hearing and deciding the petition 
of tho Roman Catholic minority. Doea Mr, 
Laurier objeot to thia course of proaeediog ? 
If BO, what other plan would he have adopt- 
ed, what other plan would be adopt now ? 
If, aa he aaaerted in Toronto, aa he declared 
two years ago in Parliament, the whole mat- 
tor ia a question of faot, ond not of law or 
oonstltution, why has ho nepleutod ao long 
to inform himselt of thu f.uUn '.' The anawer, 
of oourae, ia obvious. uo!. the onur- 

ago tu do BO, and so ekulks behind a oloak 
of bilence, not during to como out into the 
oppn with a straight forward, boneat, and 
manly deolaration of poiioy. 

SOifa STUBBORN FAOTS. . 

Nothing ia more oommon than for free 
tradera to say that protection inoreaaea the 

prioo of the article protected very nearly 
the amount of tho proteotivo duty. Your 
free trader will quote pages of political 
economy to prove that this ta invariably the 
oase. Bat the man who looks about him 
and aees what ta going on under his noae 
every day will find that there are faots, and 
important facts, too, that do nob accord 
with tho froo trade thoory. Wo find tho 
following illustration in the editorial col- 
umns of the Halifax Herald : 

For example, for years past we have had 
a duty of 75 cents a barrel on wheat fljur. 
Aooording to thia Grit theory and couten 
lion, this duty should have made Canadian 
wheat Sour in Canada 7") ceute, or nearly 
75 cents a barrel higher than tho aamo grade 
of United States flour in tho United Statoa ; 
but everybody knowa that Canadian flour 
in Canada is not one cent a barrel higher 
than la tho aumo grade of Hour in tho United 
Statea. Noverthelesa our protootivo duties 
on wheat and Hour have boon worth 
millions of dolUra to our wheat roieors 
and flour manufaaturors, by abutting out 
the foreign stutF and aeouring our home 
market for our liomo prnuncore. It is tho 
home inarkot, not tho higher price, that our 
proilucors want. The Ghroniclo'a atatoment 
that if the tariff docs not raise the prioo of 
tho home product then it faila of ita pur- 
pose, is utterly wrong. The Intention of a 
protective tariff is to secure a homo market 
to the home prodaoer, not to enhanoo the 
price of the home produot, end this laudable 
purpose is most suoceeafully accomplish 
in the oiao of tho fl jur dutiea. Thia singlo 
example is outficitnli to destroy any pro 
tended value in the Grit theory, and to toaoh 
tho wboleaonio lesaon that in such matters, 
if wo want to bo right, we must bo guided 
by particular fiicta, not by general thooriea, 

Tho Herald instances tho duly on 
"boilerplate" as another fieoal paradox. 
A duty of 100 per cent, waa placed on stero 
otype plates such as are now extensively 
used by publishers. An outcry was raised 
against thig heavy tax on a very useful 
article, and Mr. McLean, M.P. , who it woa 
balioved waa inatrumontal In getting tho 
tariff changed to suit his own private inter 
esta, waa pitched into right and left. But 
Mr. MoLean sllencsd his critics when be 
proved to them that Canadian publiehera 
were, after the duty had been imposed, 
able to get their plates oheoper from the Can- 
adian manufacturer than tho United iStatca 
pabliaher could buy them from the Yankee 
manufacturer. The free trade thoory ia 
that after the 100 per cent, duty was impog 
ed tho Canadian publisher would have to 
pay for his plates at least 90 per cent, more 
tban tho American publisher, but the fact 
proved that tho Canadian platea were the 
cheaper of the two. 

The lowering of the duty on agricultural 
implements waa followed by oonsequoncos 
by no moans In accordanoe with free trade 
theories. We give the Herald's illnstration 
in its own wofda : 

Another instructive example is afforded 
in the case of agricultural implements. 
There was on them for some years, until 
last aprlng, a duty of ,35 per cent., but still 
tho Canadian machines sold in Canada at 
no higher price than tho United Statea 
machines in tho Unitad Statei. Some 
peopip, however, oxpreoaud a preferenoo for 
the Uaitod Statea manufacture and for 
lower duties on them. The dutiea V7ere 
lowered from ,35 por cent, to 20 — a rate only 
2.i por cent, higher than the Cartwright 
tariff. Aooording to Grit theory tho price 
of Canadian niauhines should have been 
compelled by this reduction in duty to have 
come down something like 15 por cent. ; but 
what was the fact ? The Canadian price 
was not affaoted one cent, proving conclu- 
sively that our farmers had not been paying 
something equivalent, or nearly equivalent, 
to the datles into the pockets of the home 
manufacturer. 



HOW TO ENOOnRAOa AORIOUL. 
TURE. 

Tho organ of tho Oppoaition aooma to 
think that tho farmers and ranobora cf 
liritiah Columbia ought to feel delightod at 
the proapoot of the duty being taken off 
American agricultural produce and Amerl 
axu live atoek and fresh meat. It seems to 
think that the proper way to encourage 
agriculture in thia Province and to induce 
men to sotllo on tho land is to take the duty 
riff wheat, oata, barley, potatoea, butter, 
ohocae, bay, live animals and meat ooming 
from tho United Statea. British Columbia 
farmers find it difBoult to compote with 
their Amorioan neighbors with the duty in 
their favor, how will thoy bo abio to got 
along if the duties wore taken off aliogothcr, 
aa they will be if Sir Richard Cartwright 
has the making of the next tarifi"? 
If the free trade Government takes from 
British Columbia agrioulturlats and stook- 
raiaora tho only market worth anything to 
them, bow ia tho country to bo nettled, and 
where ia tho farmer to got the money to buy 
tho ohoup goods which the freo traders are 
bragging about ! Fifty cents is an Imposslblo 
price to a man who baa nob got fifty oenta, 
and the caae of the farmer will be all the 
harder to bear when he knowa that the Gov- 
ernment, to Bupport whicli ho pays licavy 
taxes, allowed hia market to bo ao glutted 
with foreign produce as to causo him to loao 
a groat many fifty-cent piooos. The farmer, 
who baa been underaold by the starvation 
prloea prevailing in Washington State, will 
not fool that a lesson in tho Times on politi- 
cnl euononiy ia any compensation for the 
losa ho ii made to suffer by tho operation of 
a free trade tariff. Like the Eogliah farmer 
he will have cause to oondemn the trado 
policy that onb of all he ralaea 
leavea him nad hia family hardly enough to 
eat. 



FARMERS UNDER FREE TRADE, 

Tho British farmer under British froo 
trade is oomplaining bitterly and with good 
roaaon. So general la the depreaaion, and so 
diacouraginff waa it, that a Royal Commia- 
aion was in 189G appointed " to inquire into 
tho agricultural depresaion provailing in 
Groat B[-it.^in, and whether It 0:in bo allovi- 
ated by li glalal i(m or other menBurea." It 
ia expected that ihix oommitBiou will report 
soon, but very few bupo that the report will 
contain anggoations v/bioh wilt have the 
slightest iSTdOt in ameliorating the deplor- 
able oondition of tho British fanner. 8omo 
idea may be formed of tho hopelean- 
nees of hia potitinn as 'ong as 
tho froo trade policy continues 
from the extraordinary depreciation in the 
price of grain, which has been going on dur- 
ing the last fiftaen years. The moan price 
of wheat in the yeara 1879 and ISSO waa 443 
Id or about §11.02. The mean prioo in 
1893 and 1894 was 24i 7d or $0 14. Thia is 
a doprociation of about 55 per oent. The 
moan prioo of barley waa in the two former 
years, 33i 6d, and in the two latter, 25a Id. 
Horo we have a depreciation of nearly 25 
per oont. Oats in 1879 and '80 sold for 
22a 5(1, and in ISIKI and '94 for I7u lid. 
Thia is a deprechuion of over 20 por cent. 
Tho Cgurea are reliable for they are taken 
from tho agriouitural column of the 
London Times. The pricss of tho 
staple orops of the lingliah farmer havinc 
gone down ao amazingly it ia no wonder that 
be finds himaelf In a lamentable condition 
and is complaining loudly. 

Wo gather from a letter in the Timet, 
written by Mr. Rider Haggard, that farming 
!e nutin these dayB,aftar forty years and more 
of free trado, a protitiablo ocoupatlon in Eng- 
land, Ho writes to complain of tho burden 
of the tithe and to propose somo remedy for 
the prevailing depression, 

"I own," oays Mr, Haggard, " a lifa in- 
toreat in a farm of 200 acres which Is 
now let for £50 a year. The 
tithe on that farm is returned 
Id my balance sheet for 189.3 ut £26 li)j. 5l1 
It used to bo more ; probably this year it 
will be rather lesa. I: will bo aecn, there- 
fore, that as almost tho entire ront of tho 
farm, taking one year with another, ia spent 
in repairs, taxea and other outgoings, in faot, 
I pay this £20, or the greater pirt of it, out 
of my own pocket over and abavo what I 
receive from tho land ; nor although careful 
inquiry has been made, have I been able 
to discover any certain moans short of 
throwing the land out of oaitivation where 
by the burden can be lessened." 

According to this it ie, in these dayf, 
very eaay indeed for a man in England to be 
iaod poor. Tho returns which tho great 
novelist goto from his 200 acres of land ruay 
ba rcprosontod by— 20 pounds sterling. It 
•hould not be forgotten for a moment that 
tho country In whioh the farmer la In such a 
lad condition has erij jyed tho benefits and 
the bltBiiings of frcu trade for nearly fifty 
yoarfl. And yet there are men la thia 
Dominion wlio rooommcnd free trado to It 
farmers tti a ouro cure for all tho ilia they 
have to boar.

Herhekt Reynolds, R.M.A,, died yes- 
terday at the Royal NiVal hospital after a 
few days' illooss, and all friends are invited 
to attend the funeral, which takes place this 
afternoon at 3 o'clock from the hospital. 
Reynolds had juat come into hia ponaion 
and when hia life was so euddenly terminat- 
ed wii3 bufiy wi li hia prepurationa for a re- 
turn in September to hia boyhood home in 
tho old land, whore he had counted upon 
eojoying tho remainder of hie life with his 
mother and siator. 

The president and direotoro of tho B. C. 
Auer Light Company have issued invita- 
tions to a private exhibition (f the marvel- 
lous Auer incandescent gas light at tho Vic- 
toria theatre thia evening. Mr. A 0. 
Granger, preaidont of tho Auer Light Com- 
pany, of Montreal, will deliver a lecture on 
tho phenomena of light, and cxpluin the 
character of this brilliant invention of Dr. 
Carl Auer von VVelsbach, of Vienna. Dur- 
ing tho evening photoerapba will be taken 
and developed by the light, and Immedi- 
ately shown upon tho screen for tho benefit 
of the audience. 

The Board of Polico Conimiaaioncrs for 
Victoria will not bo changed— aa reoom- 
meiidod in the draft bill of tho select com- 
mittee on municipal act amendmenta — to 
the Mayor and two aldormon. When thu 
legislature on Tueadiy evening refused to 
sanction tho propooition that a Supreme 
Court judge shall be chairman of the board, 
it alrio refuaed to accept tho change sug- 
gested by the committee, and did not adopt 
that section of the bill, as erroneously stat- 
ed in thia paper yeaterday. The act which 
will continue in force asys that " auch 
board shall conaiat of the Mayor, the Judge 
nf the County Court, and the Police 
Magiatrate." 



British Colnmbla's Action In Prohibit- 
ing; Importation of Infected B'rnit 
or Trees Appreciated. 

Mr. J. R. Anderaon, statistician of the 
Agricultural department, who represented 
this province at the meeting of tho Korth- 
west Fruitgrowers' Association at Portland, 
hag returned homo highly pleased with his 
visit to Oregon. Tho meeting, while not as 
largo aa that at Spoliono laat year, was well 
attended, uud a feature was made of exhib- 
iting fruit— chiclly apples. British Colum- 
bia did not send any fruit as there had not 
been time to prepare a proper display, but 
Mr. Anderson saw no fruit better than ie 
raised in this province. 

Mr. Anderaon wao olooted a vico-pteaidont 
of tho aaaociation for British Columbia, and 
upon being riquoated to address the moot- 
ing took tho opportunity of giving some 
idea of British Columbia's climate, its 
capabilitiea for fruit growing and 
farming. Ho was much surprised 
to find wideaproad ignorance of tho province 
oven as regards its climate, and thoreforo 
gave his hearers aome facta and general in 
formation to correct their orrouooua im 
presaioDS. 

Mr. Anderson was a member of the trans 
portation committee whioh had several long 
conaultations with the local representatives 
of the different railways in order to arrange 
for more lavorahie rates for fruit shipments, 
The propositions of the committee were also 
forwarded to the committee of the British 
Columbia JTrutt Growers Association for the 
purpose of getting them to act in harmony 
with the Northwest Assooiation. 

The cflicors chosen for the year are i 
Proaidont, Dr. N. G. Blalook, Walla Walla; 
aeoretury, T. R- Coon, Hood Rivor ; trea- 
surer, T. L. Riijadttle, Walla Walla ; vico- 
presidonta, 8. A. Clarke, Salem, for Oregon; 
F. E. Thompaon, North Yukima, for Wash- 
ington ; L C. Porter, Lewiston, for Id^ho ; 
J. R Anderaon, Victoria, for British Col- 
umbi.\. 

While there were a few persons at the 
meeting opposed to t:ho horticultural board 
for Oregon and presturo had been brought 
Bgaiuflt it in tho loglalature, tho great ma- 
jority of the fruit growora airongly support 
it. Tho excellent mothods followed by the 
British Columbia Bsard of Horliculluro 
were highly appreciated as tho following 
resolution piiaaed by the meeting ahowa : 
Roflolvod, that we, tho fruit growers of 
British Jolumbia and the states of Wash- 
ington, Idaho and Oregon, in conven- 
tion uaaemblod, appreciating tho impor- 
tance of tho fact that tho North- 
west has secured a position in the front 
ranks ef the fruit producing rogiona, view 
with alarm tho rapid incroaae of peats de- 
structive of our orchards, and gratefully 
acknowledge our opprooiation of every 
effort on the part of our respoctivo legisla- 
tive bodies in thoir efforts towards co-oper- 
ating with U3 in holding these peats in 
check. 

" Resolved that wo hail with preaauro the 
effective quarantino law of British Cilurobia 
whereby she haa given notice in no un- 
certain manner, by condemning and da. 
Btroying ee v'orol thousand dollars worth of 
fruit shipped from these states tho paat sea- 
son, that no infected fruit or troea shtU be 
recnivod within her borders." 

While in Oregon Mr. Anderaon took oc- 
casion to vielt tho agricultural collegu and 
exporinientul atatiou at Corvallia — an excel- 
lent iuBliiution which the people of Orecoa 
did not seem to -aluo aa highly ua it do- 
aerved. It ia a perfectly etiuipped station, 
with several largo buildings devoted to the 
teaching not only of agrioulturo — scientific 
and practical — but muchonic and engin- 
eering as well. Some 2i)0 otuilenta attend. 
Professor Bloaa, tho president, was very 
kind, and alTurdod Mr. Anderson every op- 
portunity of aoelng the way tho inatitutioD 
is carried on. With all its advautagca for 
imparting iustruotion in farming, only three 
people, however, went through a five weeks' 
free course recently given at the college.

Ruled cut of order at this atago, tho mat- 
ter having already been dealt with on 
report. 

Dr. Walkem moved to add : " 27. The 
expression 'public hospital,' when uaed in 
the said aot, shall mean any institution set 
apart and in use as a hospital, carried on for 
obaritable purposes, and wherein the sick, 
injured, infirm or aged are received and 
treated, without regard to raoe or creed." 
He moved this, ho said, in the interest of 
the Sisters' hospital. 

Mb Kennedy held that that hospital ia 
already exempt under the heading of in- 
corporated charitable institutions. 

Hon. Mr Davie said that while the in- 
stitution had been exempt for some time, the 
counoil of Westminster last year informed 
tho suporioreas that it had no right to grant 
the exemption, and a demand waa made for 
5378 aa the amount of taxes duo. 

Motion agreed to. 

Mr. Kennedy then moved that the order 
for third reading be diaoharged, and tho 
bill ro-committod for tho purpose of striking 
out tho provisiona above referred to re- 
speotiog British subjgcts. 

Resolution agreed to, and words accord- 
ingly struck out in committee ; bill read a 
third time and passed. 

Ihe bill tc amend the Vanoonver aot of 
incorporation was read a third time and 
passed. 

OOVSBNMBNT BILLS, 

The bill to amend t^e companies aot, and 
the revenue tax act amendment bill were 
read a third time and passed. 

The bonse went into committee on the 
oontaglona diseases (animala) act amend- 
ment bill, Mr. Forator in tho chair. Re- 
ported complete without amendments ; read 
a third time and passed. 

OAIUBOO MINING CO. 

Hon. Mb. Datie moved the second read- 
ing of the bill extending the water rights of 
the Cariboo hydraulio mining company.

Mr. Adams moved to add : " That the 
lease granted on the 16th May, 1804, by tho 
Lieutonant-Govemor-in-Coaocil to the Cari- 
boo Hydraulic Mining Co. bo, and the aamo 
is hereby declared to be, valid and binding." 
Agreed to after discussion, 

Tho oommitteo rose and reported pro- 
greae.

SUMAS DYKING, 

Hon. Mr, Davie presented a message 
from the Lieutonant Govornor tranamitting 
two Bcotiona for insertion in tho drainage 
and dykinij bill (Mr. Sword) authorizing a 
certain guur^cteo to tho Suniua dyking com- 
pany. 

Message considerod in cornmitteo, Mr. 
Eborta in tho ciiair, and the following clausos 
reported to tho house, to bo added : 

"G. And whi-reua tho Sumus dyking oom- 
misaionors have had a plan and moinoran- 
dum prepuriHi and tiled, pursuant to section 
12 of tho ' Drainage, dyking and irrigation 
act, 1891,' and have inourrcd other expense 
in prolitninary steps towards reclamation 
works upon Suinas Prairie and surrounding 
neighborhood to tho amount of about eight- 
een thousand dollars : — 

" Therefore ba it enacted that section 55 
of the said act shall be so construed as to 
authorize the Lieutenant-Governor in Coun- 
cil to give a guarantee, under the provi- 
sions of tho last mentioned section, for tho 
interoab upon any aum, not to exceed 
eighteen thousand dollars, which may have 
been incurred by tho oomniiBFiionora in the 
preliminary atcpa aforesaid, and to levy aa- 
Bossmenta upon tho lands ufftioted by tho 
filing of tho aaid plan and memorandum, and 
on tho owners and ocoupiera iheroof, from 
timo to timo, for tho amount of intoreal, 
duea and costs of collootioii, and ahall, for 
the purpose of securing tho intoreet upon 
tho moneys to be so guaranteed, and oosta, 
have all other the powers conferred by the 
said act. 

" 7. From and after a date to bo named 
by the Licutonant-Governor in ('ouncil, and 
notice thereof published in tho British Col- 
umbia Guz'itto, section 55 of tho ' Drainage, 
dyking and irrigation Sot, 1891,' ehall stand 
repealed, but such repeal ahall not ad'uot tho 
valiilily of any gU'.irnntoo given antecedent 
to tho date of auch repoal.' 

Report adopted ; bill road u third timo 
and passed. 

MDNIOU'AL AOT. 

Mb. Helmoken, on consideration of re- 
port on the municipal act amendment bill, 
moved to add as a new aeotion : " Sub- 
SBOtion (12) of section 38, municipal act 
amendment act, 1894, is hereby repealed, 
and the following sub-seotion inserted in 
lieu theroof : In u!l caaos where a main or 
branch sower baa been heretofore laid or 
conatruotod in any atrcoti, or through any 
lot or land, tho council ahall have power to 
puaa a by-law and thereby to aBsesa, levy 
and oolleot, by means ol a special rate, a aum 
auflfioiont to repay tho coat of auoh laying or 
construction, and to ascertain and dotor- 
roino tho real property to bo obargoablo 
therewith, and the proportions in whioh the 



assessment ia to bo made on tho various 
portions of suoh real property." Ho said 
he moved this at the request of tho Cor- 
poration of Victoria, but must admit that 
bho matter is ono that invites serious con- 
sideration. Ho was not quite sure himself 
whether or not this amendment might bear 
harshly in some cases, 

Mr. Euehts supported tho amendment 
which he thought would bo found to bear 
fairly and equitably on all concerned. 

TiiK Speaker said the amendment would 
oltor tho whole ayatem of taxation in reapeob 
of local improvements, and therefore ho 
ruled it out of order unless the bill were re- 
committed for its insertion. 

Mr. Hel.'^ickkn moved to strike cut the 
following section proposed to be enaoted in 
place of tho present section respecting the 
recovery of tuxes : 

" 185. :Notwithstanding anything con- 
tained in this aot, the lioense, taxes, rates, 
or rents payable by any person may be re- 
covered, with intersat acd costs, at a debt 
due to the municipality, in whioh oais the 
produotioQ cf a copy of so muoh of tho col- 
leotor's roll as relates to the liconsc, taxes, 
rates, or routs payable by suoh person, pur- 
porting to be certified as a true copy by tho 
clerk, shall be prima facie evidence of tho 
dobt, and any judgment obtained under this 
section and registered shall have the same 
priority over all other charges as ordinary 
tax«s." 

He opposed this bocauso ho oonsidorcd it 
an injustice that tho coats of rocovoring 
taxes by action should bo made a charge 
prior to mortgi>gea an d other chr.rgea. 

Ijost on division. 

It beii:g six o'clock tho Speaker loft the 
chair. 

After UccCNH. 

Mr Kitcuek moved to re-insert the sea- 
tion relating to oiub licenses, struck out in 
committee. 

Mr. Swuiii) moved in amendment to add 
>a clause providing that it shall be applicable 
only to township municipalities. 

Bith motions woru lost on division. 

Mb. Sword movpd to insert as a new sec- 
tion: "Section 287 of the munioipal act, 
1892, is hereby amended by adding the fol- 
lowing proviso : The conditions reqaired 
previous to application for incorporation by 
an outlying district shall, so far as applic- 
able, bo complied with by the parties so 
potitioning: (b ) No highland oontlguous 
CO suoh low lying, marshy, or overflowed 
lands ahall be so withdrawn from a mnnicl- 
pality, or so inoorpoJated into another 
municipality, nnleaa a majority in number 
and interest of the owners of auch land as- 
sent." 

Lost on division. 

Mr Braden moved to add as a new sec- 
tion : " That tho munioipal council of tho 
city of Victoria ahall not, directly or in- 
directly, oniplo) or pay for any alien labor 
on munioipal works, and that a clause to 
thia eOeot shall bo inserted in all city con- 
tracts, and that any contraolor employing 
alien labor shall not havo any claim for 
some against tho city." 

Mr. Rithf.t did not see how this clause 
oould be made to work at all. He did not 
see how tho city was to uscertain whether 
any alien labor had been employed on 
articles whioh might be purchased. If, how- 
ever, tho resolution wore changed so that it 
simply foib:kdo tho employment of aliens by 
the council it would be better, though be 
thought the matter might well be left to the 
counoil thoniRolvea. 

Hon. Mh. Uavik also thought that the 
question might well bo left to tho city gov- 
ernments, who can make any roatrlotions 
they choose in their oontracta. Ho did not 
propose either to dictate to tho counoil in 
such matters or to relieve them from any 
responsibility. 

L«st on division ; and report adopted. 

LOCAL mrROVEMBNTS. 

Mr. Eberts, on motion for third read- 
ing, moved to rofor tho report back to com- 
mittoo for tho purpoao of inserting the fol- 
lowing : " Sub aaotion (12) of section 38, 
munioipal act amendment aot, 1891, is here- 
by repealed, and tho following sub-section 
inserted in llou thereof : 

" In all caaes where a main or branch sew- 
er has been heretofore laid or constructed in 
any atreet, or through any lot or land, the 
council shall have power to pass a by-law 
and thereby to assess, levy and collect, by 
roeana of a special rate, a sum sulfioiont to 
repay tho coat of suoh laying or conatruo- 
tion, and to aacortain and dotormine tho 
real property to bo ohargeable therewith, 
and the proportions in whioh the assessment 
ia to be mado on the various portions of suoh 
real property." 

Ho explained, aa Mr. Uelmckon had in 
tho afternoon, that this waa moved at the 
request of the corporation of Victoria. 

Motion to refer back agreed to after dis- 
cussion. The matter having been con- 
sidered at loDgth In committee, Mr. Forator 
presiding, tho amendment was negatived, 
tho bill being then reported oomplote, read 
a third time and passed. 

PARLIAMENT ItCILDINOS INgDIRY. 

Hon. Mr Davie, with referonco to tho par- 
liament buildings contract, said the comniit- 
too havo met aoveral timea in tho last few 
d lys, and have taken considerable evidence 
with the result that they already seo that 
muoh of their report was based on error. Aa, 
however, thoy have not heard the con- 
tractor, who ia a very neoeesary witness but 
Is out of town, and aa Iho house cannot wait 
until tho inquiry is completed, ho proposed 
to move that the members of the oommitteo 
be appointed a royal aommission to continue 
ib. He moved a resolution to that effect. 

Mr. Wii liams said he had prepared a re- 
port baaed upon tho additional ovidonco 
already taUon but ho admitted that in tho 
public interest llio inquiry should go much 
further. Aa to a royal oomminBion, howover, 
ho would not oaro to go on with tho in{|uiry 
unleoa ho could now loavo to attend to hia 
own private uU'aira acd rcGumo tho inquiry 
later on. 

Mr. Kennedy, fooling sure that tho mat- 
ter ia going to come into the courts anyhow, 
wished to bo relieved of any further part in 

llio inquiry. 

Tho houHO thus divided, after further dia- 
cuaaion : 

For — Messra. Baker, Bradon, Cotton, 
Davie, I^borta, Graham, Hunter, Irving, 
IvoUio, .Martin, Pooley, Semlin, Turner and 
Walkom— 14. 

Against — Mcsara. Adams, Brydon, For- 
ator, HelmcUen, IConnedy, ICidd, Kilchon, 
Mol'horaon, Mutter, Rithot, Rogora, Smith, 
Sword and Williams — M. 

The Speaker aaid he thought there 
should be tho fullest inquiry into this mat 
ter, and therefore ho would vote for the ap- 
pointment of a commission. 

Mb EbBBTS moved that tho report of tho 
select oommitteo on tho olaim of \V. P. 
Baker and sons bo adopted. Agreed to. 

BILLS WITHDBAWN. 

The order fir oommitteo on tho Sunday 
obaorvonce bill was discharged. 

Mr. Wii.i.iahh moved that tho house take 
roooua in order to enable tho parliament 
buildingo committoo to sign a report which 
ho had prepared. 

Mr. Jjooth and Mr. Brydon declared th\t 
thoy were nob yet ready to make a report, 
and tho motion was lost. 

Tho order feroommittoe on tho homestead 
bill WBB diaohargedi on motion of Dr. Walk- 



em ; a similar service waa gorformod for tho 
wild boroea bill, on motion of Mr. AtUms. 

DISTRESS EOR RENT. 

Mr Heliioken moved tho second reading 
of the bill respecting distress for rent. He 
said oasea of hardship have arisen by reason 
of landlords taking possession of goods cot 
the property of tenants but held 
under an agreement for hire, and 
ho wished to provide tliat the 
owner of such goods may recover 
them upon payment of three montbs'rent. 

Motion agreed to, and bill considered In 
committee, Mr. Rogers In the ohalr. The 
principal section passed M follows : 

"2 The right of a landlord to distrain 
for rent owing to him by bla tenant on goods 
in poiseaaion of the tenant, which aaid goods 
have been sold to the tenant under a duly 
registered agreement for hire, contract or 
oonditicinal sale, shall be limited to three 
montbs'rent, and payment by the hirer or 
owner of such goods of three months' rent 
aa aforesaid, or so muoh thereof an shall bu 
juflioient to satisfy tho londlord'a olalm, 
ehall dlsobargo tho claim of the said land- 
lord ag against the said goods.'' 

Bill read a third timo and passed. 

Tho houao again wont into oommitteo on 
tho Cariboo bydraullo mining company bill, 
Mr. Smith in tho ohair. Reported com- 
plete with amendments, report adopted on 
division, and bill read a third time and 
passed, 

BOLBS AND ORDERS. 

Mr Ererts moved : That section 10 of the 
Rules and Orders bo amended by inserting 
becweon tho words " houso " and "In" In 
the third line, the following words ;— " and 
af :cr debate, the question to bo put by the 
Speaker to the house shall bo, ■ Shall tho 
Chair be sustained ? ' and the question shall 
be decided by a majority of votes." Agreed 
to. 

I'ltOIilKlATION. 

Hon. Mk D.vvii: aaid it now beoamo hia 
ploiimint dm y to liiinnimce that, the busIooBB 
of tho aeaaiou being completed, Hia Honor 
the Lieutenii'it Governor would attend at 
three o'clock to-morrow for tho purposo of 
proroguing tlio houso. He could ainooroly 
congralulato the hon. inembera on the close 
of what he considered to have boon a very 
uaoful BBEaion indeed. Much logia- 
lation of general importance has 
been paaaed, and he ventured to 
say that hon. mombera havo discovered 
good (jualitios in each other of which they 
bad not before been aware. Never in the 
twelve years he had been in tho houso had he 
experienced such pleasure as this year, par- 
tioularly since he bad ooonpied the position 
of Attorney-General, at all times a trying 
one. Even a man better possessed than he 
was of the faoulties reqnired for the work, 
would find no little difficulty in mondiog 
and amunding acts of parliament which 
oftimes defy ono's ingenuity, and not- 
withstanding the utmost care lead 
him into what appear to be stupid 
blunders. He was glad to say that he had 
found a disposition on tho part of the oppo- 
sition to be forbearing rather than captious 
and faultfinding in this respect ; and though 
"many moaaurea brought forward by the 
govcrniiiBDt had been strongly opposed, that 
was simply tho duty and priviloRo of tho 
opposition. They had not obstructod the 
business, but had submitted in tho 
proper spirit to tho voice of tho 
majority. Thia was in marked con- 
trast to what had occurred in 
some other housoa. Whilst in common with 
other members he was glad that tho sesaion 
ia now so near ita close, ho felt that tho as- 
sociations which it had brought about would 
bo parted with general regret when His 
Honor aunounced the prorogation to<mor- 
row, (Applause.) 

Mb. Semlin aaid he qotte agreed with 
what had been said by the hon. leader of 
the government as to the good feeling which 
has prevailed during tha leBsioo. lie 
thought that neverhad there been less appar- 
ent ftrltation and leas annoyance displayed 
by the members on either side. They hod of 
oourao disagreed on many public queitioni, 
but at tho aamo timo tho opposition recog- 
nizad that the majority must rule, and when 
tho moaauroa thoy opposed became law It 
would be their duty to uphold them in com- 
mon with tho rest of the community. IIo 
truated that the members on neither side 
wouldforget their duty toaotanexompleaslaw 
abiding citizens throughout tho province. 
Ho could heartily aay that ho never 
spent a seaalon in whioh there has been loss 
cantankerous disagreement in tho house, and 
while tho country might perhaps bo apt to 
think that tho opposition have been 
romlas bocauso of the very commendation of 
tho hon. gentlemen on the government side, 
ho felt aatiefiod that if tho people could hnvo 
been present in tho houso thoy would Imve 
come to tho conclusion expressed to night 
that the business has boen conduotod in tho 
most fitting manner. He hoped that 
tho opposition had, as the Hon. Attorncy- 
Goncral aaid, submitted to the majority 
with good grace, and that In succeeding 
sessions also this would be found to be the 
case. Respecting the rumors which havo 
been in oiroulation for some time, he would 
not congratulate tho Attorney-General, as 
congralulationa might not be well received 
if premature, but ho would aay 
that I'.o had boon aomowhat disappointed 
that tho hon. gentlcmiiii had not juat now 
said anything on timt point. ( Applause, ) 

Hon. Mr DAVu;-Ono had bettor not 
jump before ho comes to tho atilo. (Liugh- 
tor.) I move that tho houso do now ad- 
journ. 

TiiK Si'KAKi-.it aaid that before putlitJg 
thia motion ho v/ished to thank both 
sides for the naaistanco given to 
him during tho ooeaion in diaoharging tho 
duties of hie ofTico. Ho would lilio to aay 
also, that if common report bo true, and tho 
house ia about to lose the Hon, Attoriioy- 
General, if that gentleman dieplaya in tho 
higher position tho zsol. integrity and 
ability which havo characterized hie course 
in tho legialature, tho country will deserve 
congratulation on hia promotion. (Ap- 
plause ) 

A mombor having suggested the National 
Anthem, "God Save the Queen" was 
hnartily aung, and the house adjourned at 
1 1 tl.") p m. until .'i p.m. on Thursday.

Description of Oae of These Frequent 
Occorrencoa in tlie Monntain 
Country. 



How It Starts, Gatliers Strengtli and 
Harries on Its Destrnotive 
Jonrney. 

(By 0. B. Perry.) 
Imagine if you can the very roughest bib 
oi Nature you have ever seen, or take a 
newspaper, orumplo it into a ball and plao- 
Ing it on a lablo suppoao all its raised parts 
to bejpealia and the hollows, ravinoB; picture 
the sharp edges as ridges mora or ioss tim- 
bered, the hoUowa bare, amootli or steep, as 
the roof of the steepest house you Icnow of, 
and you have an idea of the mountains and 
gorKOB cf the Slooan. 

Let US euppoge we are atanding near tho 
aummit of one of these ridges, on u bright, 
sunny day in January. lb has been snow- 
ing oontinuoualy for days and the " beauti- 
ful" lies in plenteous profusion everywhere, 
six to eight fesb deep in the timbered ridges 
and any depth you like in the ravines ; the 
sun gets warmer ; up above you, near the 
orest of tho mountain, little bits cf crystals 
detach themselves and go rolling down the 
slope ; a tiny oruok forms at your feet and 
widens across tho guloh ; in an instant the 
whole snowy muss is in motion, and with a 
hisaing, rustling sound and an upheaval 
along its edges, goes hurllog down the 
gorge. Faster and faster lb glides ; the air 
is filled with snowy spome ; where you 
stood it was 6 rivulet ; a thousand feet be- 
low it is a mad torrent ; the noise inoreasea 
as it c;ains momentum. 

Rooks are torn loose, broken to atoms or 
ground, to powder, trees uprooted and 
broken to pieces, logs smashed to splinters. 
At half a mils on its path it preaente a oreet 
of 20 to 30 feet in height and moves f tater 
than aa expresa train; woe betide any living 
thing in its way now. Nothing made by 
man oan stand before it, the wind of its 
creation is a.harriaatte, a oioud of snow dust 
follows in its wake; in a aeething torrent it 
pours over rook and preoipioe, and moving 
resistlessly on leaves in its track broken and 
crushed fragments of rock and tree and tho 
smooth and polished grasses in tho gorge. 
The thunder dies; is gone; and tho avalanohe 
is passed. Down at the foot of the slope, a 
mile away, mountains of snow tossed up in 
hopeless ohaoa, a wild tangle of rocks, earth, 
trees and logs remain to mark tho alide, and 
often, alas! too often, tho bodies of bravo 
men caught in its mad rush lie buried deep 
in its icy embrace. 

All around you can heir, day and night, 
tho distant muillod roarof paaalng avalanches; 
they como and go at all timoa and at all 
hours, each year a norf one is created; for 
the older ones are well known. They hivo 
claimed their blood tribute; each has its record 
of brave men done to death. Those aval- 
anches are everywhere ; there is not a 
wagon road or mountain trail that does not 
cross the path of several ; on the Kaslo-Slo- 
can road to New Denver there are five or 
six ; on tho winter road to Sandon and Cody 
Creek, four ; all trails to the mines oross 
and re-oroes these moving destroyers ; yet 
at the season of greatest danger there is 
inoro traffic on these roads and trails than 
on many highways in oiviliz»tion. Marvel- 
lous escapes are an every day matter. No 
one hesitates or delays on account of the 
peril to be incurred. Often, very often, the 
oDow-alido passes a few feot frcjm the ore- 
laden paok team, bub nob always without 
warning. In an inatanb men and animals 
are overwhelmed and tossed like straws in 
the boil of seething snow ; iti is meroif ul that 
deatb is instantaneous, 

Tbe force of the wind created by one of 
these larger alidea la well nigh Incredible ; 
in the valley of the Illeoilleraet on the lioe 
of the Canadian Pacific, tree tops are out off 
by tbe force of the wind on tbe opposite 
side of the ravine through whiob tbe 
avalanche descends. Tho snow Is pressed 
into the hardness of ice and literally tears 
or grinds to powder everything in its path. 
Tho many deplorable fatalities that have 
lately occurred in tho Slocan ore partly due 
to the destruction of tho timber on tho 
wooded slopes by tho fcurfal fires of lust 
summer ; tho trees holding up the snow and 
preventing eliding. Wo road of many brave 
and heroic acta — deeds of Daring do ; but 
surely tho patient oourago that daily takes 
even chances with Old Death on the slopes 
and in the mountains of the Slocan deserves 
more than a passlog tribute. 

A LITTLE HEROINE. 

Brave Deeds Worth Telllne >ln Uemorlal of 
Her. 

Greenpout, L. I., Feb. 19 —Lillian Mo- 
Mullen, a fif teen-yoar-old orphan, employed 
ab the stock farm rented by Joseph Fuhy, 
was drowned yesterday afternoon while 
croaaing Peoonic bay on the ice batween 
North Haven and Shelter island. Since tho 
recent blizzird the people of North Haven 
who go to Shelter ialand to do thoir triding 
have been obliged to walk over on tho iuu 
or rcmaiti at home, as tho ferry boats were 
frozen in. During the mild weather of Sat- 
urday and Sunday the ios beoame thin in 
placea where the tide runs swiftly. 

Yeaterday Lillian lost her lifi while 
making the trip, but she died a heroine. 
With her when she set out upon her journey 
were the ten and eight year old daughters 
of Superintendent Gordon, of the stock 
farm. The three were on their way home 
from the island. When half way between 
the island and North Haven, Lillian stepped 
in an air hole, which was oovored with snow 
and a tbiu coating of ico. Tho two children 
hastened to bor asalatanoo, and they, too, 
fell through. Lillian, instead of trying to 
got out horaolf, gavo hor aid to tho littio 
ones. She bravely grasped tho rouj.h edges 
of the ice and hold on until tho children 
clambered on hor shoulders and then on to 
the ico. Then she warned them not to como 
near her again. She had become chilled 
and waa hardly able to move after aho had 
placed the children in aafoty. Sboatruggled 
r.c pull heraolf out, but her strength Boon 
failed hor and aho sank out of algiit. Tho 
body will probably bo carried out to 
(iirdincr's \>.\y by the strong current. The 
children hurried homo and rolatcd their 
torrlblii experience to thoir parents. Mr. 
Gordon went at onco to tho scone of iho 
drowning, bub waa unable to find any traoo 
of bbe body.

Hcrr von Oeri/.Mi, Mccklen- 
burg'smembur of tlio Federal Council, aprang 
to his feet, and trembling with indignation 
denounced " Hcrr Kiohter'a indicent liin- 
guago." A dei.fenlrg tumult followed the 
word "indecent." From tho left (f tho 
chamber ounie a chorus of shouta for Order, 
and from the right repeated cheern for 
Oortzen. After ringing the boll two min- 
utes Preoldenh von Lovol/.ow reatorcd com- 
parative (juiet und tl:en gravely reproved 
Oortzen fur hia lunguiige, which ho auiil wan 
entirely contri^ry to the traditiona of tho 
house. Tho cheering from tho lett was fol- 
lowed liy tho vote. The bill, although sup- 
ported by tho Sooiiilists, Radlcalo, and the 
majority of thu >i'ntion!il Liberals, was re- 
jcoted.

BRITISH POLITICS. 

All African Railway Schemo Which 
is CansiDg Berloaa Com- 
plications. 

London, Feb. 20.— The aoheme for a rail- 

vfay from tho east cost of Africa to Uganda, 
pjogland'o now possossion in tho center of 
tho Dark Continent, waa the aubjeot of de- 
bate ia the Home of Lords on Thursday, 
and doubtlcBB wHI ha hoard of in the Com- 
mons soon. Lord Rosobery perpetrated an- 
other of thoBo mistakes which make many 
people doubt his oapaaity for Isaderahip, 
and which in tbia inatance may have an 
early and disaatroul cffeot upon the fortunes 
of his party, 

lb ia nooeaaary to recall that a largo ma- 
jority of Liberals are bitterly opposed to 
subsidizing the prcjootod lino, on tho ground 
that if it iy .worth coustruotinj; ut all, private 
enterprise should find tho money to do the 
work ; and tho Liberal party strenuously 
objeoted to a veto of money for preliminary 
surveys. Sanctioned by the late Tory 
governmont, Lord Salisbury on Thuradoy 
presBtd the govornmont to oommonco tho 
railway at once, and Lord Rosebery, instead 
of Hoying no boldly, as tho bulk of hia fol- 
lowers expected him to do, blew hot and 
old, and managed to leave tho impreaaion 
that he really intends to do all that; tho 
Tories want. 

Even the faithful 1) lily Newa, organ of 
the government, and tho property of a mem- 
ber of tho oibinot, was moved yesterday to 
remark: " We greatly fear that tho gov- 
ernment ia ooDtemplatipg what used to bo 
culled, and atill is, a wild-goose ohaoo. The 
Prime Minister's statement on tho proponed 
railway <o tho Uganda is by no ineana oatii 
factory." 

That is the general feeling amonj? Lib- 
erali", but tho impertanct) of this ecjuabblo 
about) a remote part of savage Africa lies in 
the face th'it (|uite tifly Liberal mombora of 
parliament fnvor the railway scheme as 
BtrooHly as tho Tories, and if tbcsii men 
were merely to abstain from voting in the 
event of a Tory motion in tho Commons onl- 
Mng upon the governmont to proceed with 
tho work pnliticil chuoa would follow. 

Tho poor of Locdon were utterly unpre- 
piired mid unable to cope with such weather 
as they hnvo been compelled to enduro for 
nearly four weeka, A few icy corpaea have 
been f.iuiid in out-of ilio way corners, where 
the poor u retchea crawled to die.

LONVOK, Fob. 20.— The Daily Newa ia 
informed that Sir Henry James, Liboral-
